SPRINGFIELD, 0l.—The num- 
ber of in Illinois who can) 
be classifi as destitute and 
unemployed is probably edging 
tow toward the one million mark. 

That startling fact can be culled 
from official:state reports. Actually, 
these reports are too general and 
incomplete to allow for accurate 
figures on the extent of the crisis. 


However, those who want to 
get‘the full picture, grim as it is, 
can begin from the March employ- 
ment. estimate in Illinois, issued 
by the Illinois State Employment 
Service. a ‘ : : . 

This report reveals that employ- 
ment in Illinois declined ‘by 109,- 
000 from March, 1953 to March,
